R.A, ALSTON, sworn: 

Examined by Mr. McDaniel, chairman. 

Q—Col. Alston, state any facts within 
your knowledge going to show that 
money was used upon the legislature of 
1871 in the matter of the passage of the 
lease resolution. 

A—About the 21st of September, 1875, 
1 was in some trouble about the possibili- 
ty of having the mortgages which were 
held by the Cit:zens bank against the 
Herald fore-closed. I was atthe house 
of Mr. E. B. Walker, in DeKalb county, 
and I mentioned to him that the Citizens 
bank would probably demand their 
money. I had been notified that the 
consequence of certain articles which I 
had written about railroad pools and 
freights would lead to that. Mr. 
Walker told me thatif the Citizens bank 
undertook to foreclose their mortgage 
upon me, I could ark them ceriain ques 
tions, among them, ‘‘llow much of the 

70,000 did that bank furnish Goverror 
Brown to procure the endorsement of the 
stale road lease by the legislature of 
1871+” I made a memorandum of it at the 
time, and I wrote the article withou; 
further consultation with Mr. Walker, 
except such as came up in conversation 
at other times, I sent it over to his 
house, by my daughter, last Sunda 
‘evening after it was printed. He rea 
the editorial over, and told me that it 
was true, and said: ‘‘Furthermore, l 
will give you some additional instances 
in connection with the matter.” He said: 
Gov. Brown kept Mr. Sherman and 
some others in the shops of the road 
when unnecessary, for fear they would tell 
all they knew, and in consequence the 
expense account rin up very high. Col. 
E. W. Cole, who was a officer and one 
of the Jessees, complained to me about 
the disproporiion of the expenses to tbe 
receipts. I said to him that-if Governor 
Browa would confine himself to his due 
ties as president, and leave ustorun the

‘Ibis debt, therefore, didn’t 
fall upon me except in so far us it would 
disqualify Col. Alston and Mr. Grady 
from carrying out their guarantee to me 
of an unincumbered one-third interest.
